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A  large  number  of  papers  were  generated  with  total  or  partial 
support  from  AFOSR.  Those  papers  relating  directly  to  the  logistical 
methodology  of  the  grant  are  indicated  on  the  list  by  an  asterisk. 
There  is  some  duplication  between  the  list  given  here  and  that 
given  for  the  final  technical  report  AFOSR  79-0043A. 

The  repeated  listing  is  given  to  describe  some  new  status  of 
a  paper  such  as  designation  of  a  journal  which  has  accepted  the  paper 
or  which  has  already  published  the  paper.  Papers  reissued  after 
total  revision  have  also  been  given  again. 

The  funding  of  the  grant  also  provided  some  support  for  two 
graduate  students.  Mark  Zackman  who  is  now  on  the  faculty  at  the 
Georgia  Institute  of  Technology  and  Ravi  Ramaswami  whose  dissertation 
is  in  progress.
